A.—He did, on Friday the grit 
of Auguit, the moment he came off guard.—Here the 
profecution clofed. 

The prifoner Nicholas Flood denied the crime al- 
ledged again{t him, and faid that Corporal Keliher and 
John: Leahy wamed to defert, and that he perfuad- 
ed them from it—he called on Mr Woodcock for a 
character. 

Mr Woopcock fays that he has known the prifon- 
er’s family fome years, and always thought them tnof- 
fenfive people—the -prifoner, he has known little for 
thefe five years pa(t, he having left his neighbourhood. 
Lieutenant Ruxp, of the Ennifcorthy yeomanry fays, 
that the prifoner Flood has been a tenant of his for four 
years, and that he never hoard any thing againft him 
till this bufiaefs. 

Mr Acven Layne being fworn, depofes, that the 
prifoner, Flood, has lived oppofite to him for fome 
years, and that he never knew any thing agaiuft him, 
Paraick Mureuy being put on his defence, fays, 
that he advifed the two foldiers, Keliher and Leahy, 
not to defert; and likewife advifed Flood to have no- 
thing to do with them, and to give no encouragement 
to any foldier to defert. 

Mr Joszru Sparrow being duly fworn, depofes, 
thar the priforer, Murphy, has worked with him for 
five-years, and that he has behaved himfelf as an honeft 
Het man. é 

Captain Gonsett, of the South Cork militia, being 
called on to {peak to the character of the two evidences, 
(Corporal Keliher and John Leahy,) depofes, that he 
looked upon Corporal Keliher as a well conducted. man ; 
that he was the youngeft Corporal in his company ; he 
recommended him to the Commanding Officer at Mary- 
borough to be appointed ferjeant, and he did the duty 
of fuch, and-received pay for one month during the fu- 
fpenfiot of a’ferjeant ; as to Fohn Leahy, there is not 





_a@ man in his whole company that he fhould recommend 


for promotion before him. They both belong to Cap- 
tain-Godfell’s company. 

The Court having taken the evidence laid before 
them, are of opinion, that the prifoners, Nicholas Flood 
and Patrick Murphy, are guilty of the crimes laid to 
their charge, and do therefore fentence the prifoner 
Flood to receive one thoufand Jathes, and to be banith- 
ed his country for life, and the prifoner Mgrphy to re- 
ceive five hundred lathes, and to be banifhed his coun- 
try for life. ; 

The fentence of tranfportation has been confirmed by 
the Lord Lieutenant as to both.
